The bus was torn nosrly 
in two snd the Interurban hurtled 
Into the air from the force of the 
impact, its bulk 
settling 
down 
fairly atop the wrecked biia. 


Passengers on the electric car 
escaped with shocks and 
minor 
injuries hut nearly all those on 
the bus were pinned in tho deb 
ris. The exact number of passen 
gers on the bus w’ss not learned, 
but It was believed that 
there 
were few unaccounted for In the 
list of dead and injured.

Wireless stations ashore picked up 
the SOS from the Florida first, re­ 
porting that her rudder was broken 
and her lifeboats smashed. 
Then 
the captain of tho President Harri­ 
son relayed word from the Danne­ 
daike, only about 50 niileA from 
tho Florida, that she needed help 
at once and was encountering "very 
tremendous" seas. 


The United States liner America 
waa about 350 miles from the Flor­ 
ida and Dannedaike 
when 
they 
called for aid and the Dollar liner 
President Harrison waa only 150 
milea distant. Both were expected 
to be on the acene before daylight 
tomorrow. 


The western half of the Atlantic 
waa ridden by storms that awept 
outward across the steamship lines 
from Newfoundland and extended 
far to the south.

C. & N. W. Chief Discuss­ 
es Legislation Affect­

The Chicago & North Western 
railroad wants to do everything in 
its power to promote the industry 
and commerce of the cities on its 
line, asking in return nothing but 
fair play and equal consideration 
with competing Industrie*, Fred W. 
Sargent, president of the railway, 
declared at a meeting In Green Bay 
on Monday. 
"We believe in the construction 
of freight rates so that industries 
indigenous to the community will 
be able to live where production 
can be carried on in the most eco­ 
nomical manner, and the goods de­ 
livered to the most remote sections 
of the country where they cannot 
be produced,” he explained. “There 
is a school of thought—even in the 
Interstate Commerce commission 
itself—which believe* in the so­ 
called mileage rate 
that 
would 
charge the sam e rate per ton mile 
regardless of how far the haul. We 
believe that the rates should be 
constructed on the basis of the low­ 
er cost the greater the distance. 
The railroads can afford to follow 
this plan for the greater cost is at 
the terminals mid once the car is 
rolling the lower the cost should 
be for per ton mile. 
Want to Co-operate. 
“ We want to go along with you 
in this matter so that you and the 
other cities in the Mississippi Val­ 
ley and the Great Lakes region can 
look in at the door of the great 
banquet of prosperity that Is going 
on for some of the great industries 
at least.”

for the savings of men and women 
everywhere.

“ Now there is no statute, or law 
anywhere that guarantee* the rail­

If there is I wish that 
someone would page it for me. for 
we have fallen short many millions 
of dollars of earning 6 3-4 per cent, 
not on our valuation, but on the 
valuation fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce commission, since the 
war. 
Instead there is a limitation 
on what the railroads may earn. 
lf they earn in excess of six per 
cent in any one year, the govern­ 
ment takes half of that excess.

the carriers go broke the next year

“There was a guarantee in the

after the war. This guarantee ran 
for six months from May 1920 to 
September 1920, and has been abso­ 
lutely dead since. 
That is how

politicians are. 
“ Under the Hoch-Smith bill there 
has been a constant demand for a 
reduction on agricultural products, 
in the language of the resolution. 
•the lowest lawful rate.* There has 
beet* cited in this connection the 
•fact that the rates on agricultural 
products in Canada are lower than 
in the United States. On this mat­ 
ter the commission has pointed out 
that the Canadian railroads have 
received tremendous cash and land 
subsidies from 
the 
government, 
and have been exempted from tax­ 
ation in many ways. 
The Great

Let Fittest Survive. 


“The Chicago & North Western 
railroad with 10,400 miles of road 
pays $10,000,000 in taxes, while on 
the 40,000 miles of road in Canada 
only $3,000,000 in taxes is paid. If 
we were taxed on the same basis 
as the Canadian roadB, we could 
afford to reduce our rates, not only 
on agricultural products, but on all 
products IO per cent.

“ It is not fair to levy thiB tre­ 
mendous tax on the railroads and 
use the money to construct water­ 
ways, to build roads for the truck 
and bus lines. I say tax the water­ 
ways, and the bus and truck lines 
as the railroads are taxed and then 
let the fittest survive. That is fair, 
isn’t it? 
Asks for Fair Play. 
“ I asked the other day what 
would become of the livestock in­ 
dustry, if it were not for the rail­ 
roads and was told that the stock 
would' be hauled into the markets 
by truck. 
Do you know that to 
haul the livestock from the state 
of Iowa alone to Chicago for one 
day would require a string of two- 
ton trucks over 
350 miles 
long. 
That is from one state to Chicago. 
I mention these things because the 
development of Industry 
in 
the 
United States Is absolutely depend­ 
ent upon the 
railroads, 
because 


they are your problems as well as 
ours. 
“In the city of Green Bay alone 
we have an annual 
payroll

$1,500,000. 
What payroll has the 
bus lines, the

Now we not only intend to con­ 
tinue this payroll but to expand 
and increase it* Do not misunder­ 
stand me.

HARRIS ASKED 


Masonic Committee Ousts 
Secretary for Letter 
Assailing Nurmi

“Our athletic committee had en­ 
deavored to secure the best amar 
tern* athletes in the east to com­ 
pete at our charity meet, and we 
regret very* much that Mr. Nurmi 
could not compete at our games. 
We further realize, however, that

Approval of all stock of bond is­ 
sues including original capitaliza­ 
tion of oil and natural gas com­ 
panies would rest with the utilities 
commission under a bill introduced 
by Senator Gordon F. Van Knne- 
naam. Muskegon's 26-year-old leg­ 
islator. 
Senators Jam es A. Skinner of 
Cedar Springs and George M. Barn­ 
ard of Benton Harbor submitted 
similar billa putting oil. gas and 
pipe line companies under the juris­ 
diction of the utilities commission. 
Senator Skinner's bill related only 
to natural gas companies and per­ 
mits no out of state 
shipments, 
while 
Barnard’s

would 
give oil and gas companies the 
right to condemn property by emin­ 
ent domain. 
Penalties of regula 
tione set up in the two hills pro­ 
vide for corporation fines of $100 
to $20,000 and individual fines of

A list 
of contributors to a $:10.000 fund 
raised hy the league, which sup­ 
ported h gi.slution legalizing Sunday 
baseball in the recent election, wae 
the subject of Warner’s inquiry. It 
has been charged that 
the 
list, 
which wa.s filed with the secretary 
of state, was falsified to cover con­ 
tributions made by the Braves. 


The bearing was largely attend­ 
ed.

Representatives Abra­ 
ham B. Casson, Uernard Ginsburg 
and George A. Gilman had urged 
favorable committee action on their 
bills. Rev. Martin D. Kneeland, 
secretary of the Lord’s Day League, 
and Howard Burns.

Approval of all stock of bond is­ 
sues Including original capitaliza­ 
tion of oil and natural gas com­ 
panies would rest with the utilities 
commission under a bill introduced 
by Senator Gordon F. Van Enne- 
naam, Muskegon's 26•yea^old leg­ 
islator. 


Senators Jam es A. Skinner of 
Cedar Springs and George M. Barn­ 
ard of Benton Harbor submitted 
sim ilar bills putting oil, gas and 
pipe line companies under the juris­ 
diction of the utilities commission. 
Senator Skinner’s bill related onl.v 
to natural gas companies and per­ 
mits no out of state 
«hipments, 
while 
Barnard's 
measure 
would 
give oil and gas companies the 
right to condemn property by emin­ 
ent domain. 
Penalties of regula­ 
tions set up in the two bills pro­ 
vide for corporation fines of |100 
to $20.000 and individual fines of 
1100 to 11,000, or imprisonment for 
the latter of 30 days to one year. 


Five bills relating to oil and gas 
have been introduced in the sen­ 
ate within the last two days.
